ICTA  Update 


SECONDHAND  DEALER  LAWS  BECOMING  SERIOUS  PROBLEM 


Hailed  As  “Anti-Fencing  Laws”,  Customers  Pay  The  Real  Costs 


As  a  result  of  the  record-setting  precious  metals  prices,  the  interest  in  Secondhand  Dealer  laws  has  skyrocketed.  These 
laws  are  increasing  all  over  the  country,  and  it  has  become  routine  for  us  the  get  calls  asking  us  to  help  prevent  or  mod¬ 
ify  either  a  new  law  or  an  expansion  of  the  existing  law. 

If  you  think  that  a  Secondhand  DEALER  law  is  only  a  problem  for  the  dealers,  you  may  be  surprised  to  learn  that  sec¬ 
ondhand  dealer  laws  are  actually  more  of  a  problem  for  customers.  AND  one  of  the  consequences  essentially  takes 
money  right  out  of  the  CUSTOMER’S  pockets! 

Here’s  how  it  works.  (While  I'm  using  an  example  with  gold,  the  same  concept  applies  to  silver,  platinum  and  palladium. 
In  Louisiana,  it  will  apply  to  copper  also.) 

With  gold  at  record  levels,  you  decide  that  now  is  the  time  to  go  to  your  local  coin  dealer  to  sell  those  few  old  gold  jew¬ 
elry  items  you  and  other  family  members  no  longer  want  -  the  “orphan”  earrings,  the  clunky  14K  charm  bracelet  from  the 
60’s,  a  couple  broken  or  hopelessly  knotted  chains,  and  those  awful  cuff  links  from  Aunt  Tillie.  While  there  are  sudden¬ 
ly  so  many  companies  advertising  they  buy  gold,  you’ve  checked  around,  and  it’s  very  likely  you  discovered  your  favorite 
coin  dealer  actually  pays  considerably  more  than  the  local  pawn  shop,  jeweler  and  certainly  those  companies  with  sand¬ 
wich  boards  advertising  We  Buy  Gold! 

You’ve  bought  coins  and  other  items  from  this  coin  dealer  before,  so  why  is  he  suddenly  now  asking  for  all  sorts  of  iden¬ 
tifying  information  as  though  you’d  never  met?  Indeed,  the  questions  are  suspiciously  close  to  treating  you  as  though 
you  are  a  criminal.  A  common  thief  to  be  exact.  Name,  address,  phone  -  well,  OK.  But  do  you  really  need  to  take  all 
this  information  from  my  driver’s  license?  And  what’s  with  the  fingerprinting!?  And  taking  my  photograph!  The  dealer 
says  it’s  all  for  the  police  report  he’s  required  to  prepare. 

If  you’re  in  Louisiana,  things  just  got  worse.  If  you  haven’t  read  about  this  already,  you  will,  and  I  can  confirm  that  it  is 
true:  the  State  of  Louisiana  has  passed  a  law  that  prohibits  “secondhand  dealers”  from  paying  their  customers  in  cash 
for  scrap  metals  items.  They  must  pay  with  check,  money  order  or  electronic  transfer.*  (The  logic  is  that  this  will  prevent 
the  sale  of  stolen  property  since  thieves  only  want  cash,  not  checks.) 

The  very  constitutionality  of  the  “no-cash”  provision  of  this  law  is  being  questioned,  and  we  Louisianans  are  getting 
together  a  challenge  to  this  as  it  includes  other  excessively  burdensome  aspects  and  unintended  consequences.  Strictly 
interpreted,  even  plastic  Mardi  Gras  beads  could  be  considered  “jewelry”  items  and  a  customer  could  fall  within  the  scope 
of  this  crazy  regulation  if  you  bought  the  beads  at  a  garage  sale!  Legislators  in  Baton  Rouge  are  hearing  from  people 
around  the  country  on  this,  and  one  legislator  has  already  put  out  an  email  soliciting  people’s  comments  and  concerns 
about  this  law.  We  do  expect  modification  if  not  outright  repeal,  but  it  will  take  a  little  while. 

So  what’s  the  deal  on  these  laws??? 

So-called  “secondhand  dealer”  laws  have  been  around  for  a  long  time.  Some  are  state-wide  laws,  others  are  only  local 
-  cities,  townships,  etc.  Sometimes  the  locals  take  a  state  law  and  just  expand  it  to  make  it  stricter.  These  laws  are 
usually  backed  by  law  enforcement  as  a  measure  to  help  prevent  thieves  from  being  able  to  fence  stolen  merchandise. 
And  if  you've  ever  been  the  victim  of  a  home  break-in,  you’d  probably  support  such  a  law. 

However,  getting  all  this  “paper  trail”  info  from  you  can  be  at  best  a  bit  demeaning.  But  what  is  worse  is  the  cost  to  the 
customer  if  the  law  includes  a  “holding”  provision  as  many  do.  What  that  means  is  that  the  law  prohibits  the  dealer  from 
d  eposing  of  the  purchased  items  for  at  least  XXX  days.  That  amount  can  range  from  a  burdensome  but  doable  7  days 
to  as  many  as  30  business-killing  days.  And  this  is  where  it  really  bites  everyone  in  the  wallet.

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Taking  a  New  Look  at  an  Old  Silver  Dollar 

By  Michael  S.  Fey,  Ph.D. 


How  do  you  look  at  silver  dol¬ 
lars?  Could  it  be  that  you  are 
passing  up  an  opportunity  to 
find  a  rare  and  valuable  silver 
dollar  error  or  variety  just 
because  of  the  way  you  look  at 
your  coins?  This  article  will 
share  my  way  of  looking  at  sil¬ 
ver  dollars  in  the  hopes  that  it 
will  bring  you  more  fun  and  per¬ 
haps  good  fortune. 

When  I  first  pick  up  a  silver  dol¬ 
lar,  I  look  at  the  usual  items,  the 
date,  mint  mark  and  condition. 
However,  when  I  flip  the  coin  to 
look  at  the  reverse,  I  always  flip 
it  exactly  180  degrees  from  top 
to  bottom.  In  that  way,  I  can 
immediate  see  if  it’s  a  rare  rotat¬ 
ed  dies  error.  If  the  eagle 
comes  up  anything  but  straight 
up  and  down,  it’s  a  really  good 
coin  and  depending  on  the  date 
and  mint  mark,  could  be  a  real¬ 
ly  great  coin.  I  seldom  pass  on 
acquiring  a  rotated  dies  silver 
dollar  as  they  are  all  rare. 

When  first  I  look  at  the  obverse, 
I  also  try  to  determine  the  die 
state  of  the  coin  when  it  was 
struck.  Is  it  deep  mirror  proof¬ 
like  (DMPL),  proof-like  (PL), 
semi-PL,  satiny,  or  does  it  have 
characteristics  of  a  later  die 
state  with  eroded  fields,  die 
cracks  or  die  breaks  (raised 
metal  on  the  surface),  or 
orange-peel  like  texture? 

There  are  many  examples  of 
rare  die  varieties  listed  in  the 
Top  100,  the  Hot  50,  Hit  List  40 
and  other  attribution  guides  that 
have  features  resulting  directly 
from  the  die  state  in  which  the 
coins  were  struck.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  radial  die  cracks,  those 
coming  in  from  the  rim  of  a  coin 
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which  was  struck  in  the  proof¬ 
like  state  indicate  a  die  that  was 
breaking  early  in  its  striking. 
This  would  likely  indicate  that 
it’s  a  rare  die  variety  and  should 
be  acquired. 


Example  of  a  Radial  Die  Crack 


Silver  dollars  with  raised  metal 
on  the  obverse,  reverse  or  rim 
indicate  a  die  break.  These 
tend  to  be  rare  occurrences, 
often  rare  terminal  die  states, 
and  should  also  be  acquired. 

While  looking  at  the  obverse 
and  reverse,  I  also  try  to  notice 
evidence  of  die  clashing.  If  it’s 
normal  die  clashing  marks  as 
illustrated  in  images  from  The 
Comprehensive  Catalog  and 
Encyclopedia  of  Morgan  and 
Peace  Silver  Dollars  by  Leroy 
C.  Van  Allen  and  A.  George 
Mallis,  or  in  Elite  Clashed 
Morgan  Dollars  by  Mark 
Kimpton,  M.D.,  then  I  would 
have  little  interest.  However,  if 
there’s  die  clashes  that  does 
not  appear  normal  like  those 
with  letter  transfer  from  obverse 
to  reverse  or  vice  versa  (ie.  “E” 
on  the  reverse,  “O”  mint  mark 
on  the  obverse”)  doubled  or 
multiple  clashes,  clashes  with 
wide  separation  from  one 
another,  or  clashes  in  places 
that  are  not  normal,  I  would 
acquire,  as  the  chances  are 
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good  that  the  coin  is  a  rare 
clashed  variety. 

At  this  point,  I  use  a  10X  loupe 
to  more  closely  inspect  the 
details  of  the  coin’s  obverse  and 
reverse  for  repunched  dates, 
misplaced  digits,  doubling, 
overdates  and  over  mintmarks, 
washed  out  features,  die  polish¬ 
ing,  missing  letters  and  so  much 
more  as  indicated  in  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  references. 

The  point  I  would  like  to  share  is 
that  looking  at  your  silver  dollars 
or  any  of  your  coins  for  more 
than  just  date,  mint  mark,  and 
condition  can  be  far  more  fun 
and  rewarding.

It’s  a  simple  business  principle  that  businesses  cannot  stay  in  business  if  they  routinely  lose  money  whenever  they  do  a 
transaction.  (Even  non-profit  businesses  -  such  as  FUN  -  have  to  generate  income  to  remain  in  business.)  So,  if  the 
secondhand  dealer  law  prevents  the  dealer  from  disposing  of  the  scrap  metals  items  quickly,  the  dealer  is  being  forced 
to  gamble  on  what  the  price  will  be  after  the  “holding”  period  is  up  and  he  is  allowed  to  sell  it.  As  you  probably  know,  the 
prices  of  precious  metals  change  not  only  daily,  but  many  times  during  the  day.  Not  being  able  to  lock  in  a  normal  prof¬ 
it  at  the  current  commodity  price  forces  the  dealer  to  speculate  on  what  the  price  WILL  be  at  that  point  in  the  future. 
Obviously,  there  is  no  way  for  the  dealer  to  know  what  the  price  will  be  -  contrary  to  what  some  folks  think,  dealers  do 
NOT  have  a  crystal  ball!  So,  in  order  to  do  his  best  to  ensure  that  this  is  not  a  losing  transaction  for  him,  the  dealer  MUST 
reduce  how  much  he  pays  you  for  the  scrap  jewelry.  Even  lowering  the  price  doesn’t  guarantee  a  successful  trade;  it  just 
gives  him  a  fighting  chance  that  this  will  be  a  profitable  transaction. 


If  you  question  the  real  necessity  of  this  “hedging”,  in  the  month  of  September,  2011  alone,  the  price  of  gold  dropped  over 
$200  per  ounce.  Scrap  items  purchased  on  the  first  of  the  month  were  worth  about  $200/ounce  LESS  by  the  end  of 
the  month.  So  the  dealer  must  pay  less  than  today’s  market  price  since  he  won’t  be  able  to  sell  the  merchandise  based 
on  today’s  price  and  must  guess  what  the  price  will  be. 

OK,  so  how  much  less  are  we  talking?  Depending  on  the  variables  of  the  law,  the  dealer  will  have  to  discount  his  buy¬ 
ing  price  anywhere  from  10%  to  perhaps  as  much  as  60%.  Even  then  he’s  still  taking  a  risk.  NOW  do  you  see  why  the 
customer  is  the  one  who  really  pays  for  these  secondhand/holding  laws? 

Remember,  these  secondhand  laws  are  not  limited  to  coin  dealers;  they  also  include  any  business  that  purchases  sec¬ 
ondhand  items  and  they  will  discount  their  buy  prices  also  -  maybe  even  more  than  the  coin  dealer. 

And  now  we  get  to  the  worst  part.  For  a  number  of  very  good  reasons,  usually  these  laws  specifically  exempt  legal  ten¬ 
der  numismatic  coins  and  currency,  and  precious  metals  ingots  and  coins  made  of  gold,  silver,  platinum  and  palladium. 
Sometimes,  however,  if  collectors  and  dealers  aren’t  vigilant,  coin  and  precious  metals  coins/bars  products  can  be  includ¬ 
ed  and  coin  and  precious  metals  dealers  can  be  included  in  the  category  of  “Secondhand  Goods  Dealers.” 


When  we’re  alerted  to  one  of  these 
laws  being  either  proposed  or  expand¬ 
ed,  we  can  help  the  local  dealers/col¬ 
lectors  make  the  case  to  keep  pre¬ 
cious  metals  coins  &  bars  and  numis¬ 
matic  coins  OUT  of  the  definition  of 
secondhand  property  and  therefore 
excluded  from  the  law.  But  sometimes 
precious  metals  coin,  bars  and  numis¬ 
matic  material  ARE  included. 
Whenever  that  happens,  your  ability  to 
sell  your  coins  and  precious  metals 
investments  is  severely  hampered 
and  usually  forces  you  to  ship  your 
merchandise  to  out-of-state  dealers. 

Coin  and  precious  metals  dealers  and 
investors/collectors  are  more  often  the 
targets  of  criminals,  and  are  most 
eager  to  be  supportive  of  law  enforce¬ 
ment’s  efforts.  But  burdensome,  poor¬ 
ly  crafted  regulations  will  only  drive 
fencing  further  underground  and  will 
prevent  local  dealers  from  being  in  a 
position  to  offer  assistance  in  the 
event  that  such  investment  items  were 
imprudently  kept  at  home  and  stolen.

Issues  4th  Coin  for  2011 
Vicksburg  National  Military  Park  Ceremony

I  really  enjoyed  attending  the  Hot  Springs  National  Park  quarter  ceremony  last  year.  Ernie,  that  works  for  me  was  born 
in  Mississippi.  A  good  excuse  to  attend  the  Mississippi  quarter  ceremony  being  held  Tuesday  August  30  th  in  Vicksburg, 
Mississippi  and  honoring  The  Vicksburg  National  Military  Park.  I  had  read  a  bit  about  the  Battle  of  Vicksburg  and  had  no 
idea  it  was  of  such  importance  to  the  Civil  War.  Troops  from  at  least  10  states  fought  in  the  battle. 

We  decided  to  leave  early  on  Monday.  That  way  we  could  get  to  Vicksburg  in  time  to  tour  the  park  before  the  crowds  on 
Tuesday  the  day  of  the  actual  ceremony.  I  do  not  remember  a  lot  of  the  drive  down  as  I  fell  asleep.  Ironically  I  was 
awakened  by  a  call  from  another  coin  dealer  looking  for  Vicksburg  quarters.  A  few  minutes  later  the  car  fuel  light  came 
on  and  my  stomach  screamed  for  lunch.  We  stopped  in  Madison,  Mississippi.  I  noticed  a  place  named  The  Haute  Pig 
with  a  full  parking  lot.  We  looked  around  but  other  restaurants  were  chains  so  we  decided  to  give  The  Haute  Pig  a  try.  I 
tried  their  signature  Sandwich  called  the  Ginny  Pig.  It  was  good  and  they  had  great  baked  beans. 

We  stopped  at  an  antique  mall  around  30  miles  from  Vicksburg.  The  proprietor  asks  where  we  are  rrom.  Ernie  explains 
that  we  were  from  Memphis  and  down  for  the  quarter  ceremony.  The  lady  asks  what  quarter  ceremony.  Ernie  explained 
about  the  National  Park  Quarters  to  which  the  lady  replied  “Don’t  we  have  enough  quarters?”  Ernie  explained  that  this 
one  honored  Vicksburg  National  Military  Park  to  which  she  replied  “  I  guess  that’s  ok.” 

We  got  to  the  park  and  started  with  a  restroom  visit.  The  first  thing  we 
noticed  upon  entering  the  visitor  center  was  a  large  display  of  replica 
Confederate  bills  and  coins.  I  took  a  picture  of  the  display  just  so  I  could 
show  it  to  people  who  do  not  believe  me  when  I  have  to  tell  them  their  con¬ 
federate  bill  is  not  genuine  and  is  of  the  type  sold  in  gift  shops.  We  ask 
about  parking  for  the  ceremony  and  are  told  they  are  expecting  huge 
crowds  in  addition  to  over  2,000  children.  They  are  telling  people  to  arrive 
at  7  AM  although  the  ceremony  does  not  start  till  9:30  AM.  Since  there  were 
maybe  300  people  at  the  Hot  Springs  ceremony  and  200  school  children  I 
am  a  bit  skeptical  of  their  estimates  but  we  plan  to  arrive  early  the  next  day 
as  they  suggest. 

We  head  out  to  tour  the  park.  There 
my  hand  and  the  Ranger  asks  who  has  the  handicapped  parking  tag.  Ernie 
replies  that  he  does.  She  asks  if  he  would  like  a  lifetime  pass  to  enter  any 
National  Park  for  free.  Ernie  says  “sure”.  He  looks  at  me  as  I  put  away  the  $8.00 
and  jokes  “I’m  special”.  I  can  tell  he  is  going  to  be  insufferable  for  the  rest  of  the 
day!!  With  Ernie’s  fancy  pass  hanging  from  the  mirror  we  head  in  to  tour  the  bat¬ 
tlefield.  We  pass  only  a  few  people  as  we  drive  the  16  mile  winding  one  way 
route  thru  the  park.  It  is  mostly  markers  of  Confederate  and  Union  lines  and  of 
specific  battle  points.  There  are  also  massive  monuments  to  different  regiments 
that  fought  and  died  in  the  Battle  of  Vicksburg,  There  are  some  beautiful  pieces 
of  sculpture.  Many  states  erected  monuments  to  those  that  served  and  died. 

Some  were  small  and  simple  while  others  were  huge  and  ornate. 

Continuing  on  the  drive  through  the  park  we  arrive  at  an  overlook.  Below  is  a  white  canopy  covering  an  old  boat  and  a 

flurry  of  activity  around  it.  We  have  arrived  at  the  USS  Cairo  and  the  Cairo  Museum.  Chairs  are  being  set  up  and  a  stage. 

There  is  a  huge  blue  box  labeled  US  Mint  sitting  on  the  side.  I  walk  around  the  Cairo.  It  is  so  amazing!!  The  Paddle 
Wheel  especially.  One  can  see  where  the  wood  covered  in  mud  was  mostly  preserved  but  wood  emerging  from  mud  to 
water  decayed.  In  the  museum  were  things  found  on  the  boat.  There  were  many,  many  items  but  a  few  stood  out.  A 
shoe,  a  comb,  a  gun  and  some  coins.  There  was  a  3  cent  piece  and  an  1861  Indian  Cent.  There  was  also  a  British 
Large  Penny  and  a  couple  of  other  foreign  coins.  I  wish  I  could  have  spent  more  time  in  the  Museum  but  we  still  had  4 
or  5  miles  left  and  were  running  out  of  time. 

We  exit  the  park  and  head  to  the  hotel.  On  the  way  we  stop  at  a  local  Italian  restaurant  pointed  out  by  our  GPS  as  being 
close  We  ask  two  ladies  exiting  if  the  food  is  good  and  are  assured  that  it  is  the  best  Italian  in  town.  It  was  indeed  good 
and  portions  big  enough  we  both  ask  for  to  go  boxes.  There  is  a  Rocky  Mountain  Chocolate  Factory  across  from  the 
Italian  Restaurant.  I  treat  myself  to  3  or  4  pieces.  We  head  to  the  hotel  and  get  ready  for  Tuesday  and  the  ceremony.

We  depart  the  hotel  about  6:00  AM  and  grab  a  quick  breakfast  at  Waffle  House.  Our  plans  is  to  arrive  at  the  park  around 
6:30.  We  head  to  the  back  entrance  nearest  the  Cairo.  We  are  the  first  to  arrive  and  have  to  wait  till  7AM  when  the 
gate  opened.  We  were  the  first  in  this  parking  lot  and  the  first  people  on  the  first  shuttle,  We  start  to  circle  to  other  park¬ 
ing  areas  and  pick  up  others  as  we  head  down  to  the  Cairo  hoping  we  will  be  lucky  enough  to  get  a  seat  and  we  are, 
right  on  the  very  first  row  and  dead  center.  I  hear  a  man  several  seats  down  from  me  saying  he  has  been  to  all  the 
National  Park  Quarter  ceremonies.  All  I  can  say  is  “WOW”.  I  hear  that  between  30  and  50  busses  of  school  children  are 
expected  and  around  8  AM  busses  start  arriving  one  right  after  the  other.  The  children  are  unloaded  and  find  seats  on 
the  grass.  I  see  busses  not  only  from  Mississippi  but  Louisiana. 

A  small  bird  flutters  above  the  Cairo.  It  is  a  very  unique  and  inspiring  experience  to  be  seated  so  close  to  this  ship  that 
fought  in  the  Civil  War  150  years  ago.  It  sank  and  spent  years  in  a  muddy  grave  before  being  restored  as  a  monument 
to  the  ingenuity  of  150  years  ago.  It  is  so  fitting  this  ship  is  on  the  Vicksburg  Battlefield  quarter.Trustmark  Bank  is  setting 
up  their  table  for  the  quarter  exchange  following  the  ceremony.  An  Armored  Car  arrives  and  boxes  of  quarters  are 
unloaded  and  stored  under  guard  until  the  quarter  swap  after  the  ceremony. 

A  tripod  is  set  up  on  stage  with  a  hanging  pot.  Wood  is  placed  under  it  to  symbolize  a  fire.  My  guess  is  it  represents  a 
campfire  the  soldier  in  battle  might  have  cooked  over.  This  will  be  the  scene  of  the  official  quarter  pour  signifying  the 
quarter  is  officially  released.  There  is  a  lot  of  practicing.  The  color  guards,  the  presentation  of  plaques  and  the  pouring 
of  the  quarters. 

The  music  by  the  Hinds  Community  College  Jubilee  Singers  is  to  begin  at  9  AM  with  the  ceremony  to  begin  at  9:30.  Port 
A  Potties  have  been  set  up  and  about  8:45AM  I  decide  is  a  good  time  to  go  since  I  am  sitting  on  the  front  row  for  the 
ceremony.  The  quiet  has  gone  to  a  dull  roar  as  busses  of  children  are  arriving  fast  and  furious.  The  seating  for  adults  is 
only  about  half  full  shortly  after  9  AM  but  there  are  thousands  of  kids. 

One  of  the  ladies  that  apparently  is  in  charge  is  looking  for  some  front  row  seats  for  the  Mayor  and  a  couple  of 

Congressmen.  We  offer  to  move  over  a  few  seats  leaving  enough  seating 
for  the  dignitaries.  A  very  friendly  lady  is  seated  next  to  me.  I  come  to  learn 
she  is  the  assistant  to  Mississippi  Congressman  Bennie  G.  Thompson  who 
is  apparently  working  the  crowd.  We  chat  about  some  of  the  music  by  the 
Jubilee  Singers  who  are  great.  They  play  and  sing  a  mixture  of  patriotic, 
gospel  and  60’s  songs.  She  notices  I  am  taking  notes  and  inquires.  I  explain 
I  am  writing  and  article  for  a  couple  of  coin  publications.  She  asks  me  to  send 
the  Congressman  a  copy  of  my  article  and  gives  me  her  card.  Just  before 
the  ceremony  starts  I  can  see  one  of  the  Rangers  who  has  been  directing 
much  activity.  He  is  standing  looking  over  the  fruits  of  his  labor.  I  later  learn 
when  he  is  introduced  during  the  ceremony  that  he  is  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Vicksburg  Park,  Michael  Madell.  He  does  have  reason  to  be  proud. 

At  9:30  the  Emcee,  Walt  Grayson  from  Mississippi  Public  Broadcasting  extends  a  welcome  and  introduces  those  on  the 
podium.  He  asks  for  the  Presentation  of  the  Colors.  The  Navy  Jr.  ROTC  from  Warren  Central  High  School  march  to  the 
center  and  present  the  flags.  The  National  Anthem  is  sung  by  the  Warren  Central  High  School  Choirs.  The  Pledge  of 
Allegiance  was  done  by  4  very  charming  Girl  Scouts  from  Vicksburg  Troop  #5107.  We  wait  to  be  told  to  be  seated,  which 
the  MC  finally  remembered.  Apparently  he  did  not  practice  as  much  as  the  others  had!! 

The  park  superintendent,  Michael  Madell,  welcomed  everyone  and  gave  a  bit 
of  history  of  the  park  and  the  USS  Cairo,  that  is  pictured  on  the  quarter.  The 
Cairo  was  a  Union  Gunboat  sunk  by  a  Confederate  Mine.  In  1956  it  was  dis¬ 
covered  at  the  bottom  of  the  Yazoo  River,  by  Edward  Bearss  who  was  the  his¬ 
torian  for  the  Vicksburg  Park.  She  was  raised  Dec.  12,  1964  exactly  102  years 
to  the  day  after  her  sinking.  The  Cairo  eventually  was  transported  to  the 
Vicksburg  National  Military  Park  and  was  restored.  .  The  superintendent 
laughs  that  there  are  some  items  found  on  the  ship  in  the  museum  that  nobody 
knows  what  they  were  even  used  for.  He  invites  us  to  visit  the  Museum  and 
try  and  figure  them  out.

A  young  man  dressed  in  a  Civil  War  Union  Navel  Outfit  is  introduced  and  portrays  George  Yost  the  Cairo’s  youngest 
sailor.  The  poor  man  must  be  roasting  since  his  outfit  is  made  of  wool!!!  He  reads  an  account  of  the  day  of  the  sinking 
and  how  he  saved  his  diary.  I  can’t  begin  to  say  how  dramatic  the  words  were  of  a  man  that  survived  that  ship  sinking 
150  years  ago.  To  hear  them  as  if  it  we  just  yesterday. 

Sarah  McCullough,  who  was  the  Cultural  Heritage  Manager  in  the  Mississippi  Department  of  Tourism,  brought  a  welcome 
from  Governor  Barber.  She  spoke  about  her  father  being  a  coin  collector  and  how  you  hold  history  in  your  hand  each 
time  you  hold  coins  and  how  the  quarter  program  is  history  in  each  state. 

The  Emcee  asks  if  we  remembered  the  cartoon  character  Scrooge  McDuck  who  sat  in  his  office  and  threw  money  in  the 
air.  He  said  the  next  speaker  sat  in  his  office  and  throws  money  in  the  air.  With  that  comment  he  introduced  the  final 
speaker,  Fred  (Al)  Runnels,  Chief  of  Staff,  United  States  Mint. 

Mr  Runnels  said  it  was  great  to  be  back  in  Mississippi  since  he  was  born  in  McGee,  Mississippi.  He  also  spoke  about  a 
bit  of  the  park  history.  That  The  Vicksburg  National  Military  Park  has  the  largest  interment  of  Civil  War  dead.  That  the 
USS  Cairo  was  the  first  to  be  sunk  by  electrically  detonated  torpedoes.  He  asks  the  kids  what  they  know  about  quarters. 

How  long  does  a  quarter  last?  30  years  was  the  answer.  How  many  Vicksburg  quarters  were  produced?  64  million  was 

the  answer.  Mr.  Runnels  also  announced  that  there  were  more  children  here  than  at  any  other  quarter  ceremony.  He 
presented  the  first  struck  coin  mounted  on  a  plaque  to  Park  Superintendent,  Michael  Madell.  The  second  struck  quarter 
was  presented  to  Sarah  McCullough. 

Then  came  the  moment  we  all  had  waited  for  known  as  the  quarter  pour.  Mr.  Runnels  from  the  US  Mint,  and 
Superintendent  Michael  Madell  poured  quarters  from  mint  bags  into  the  metal  pot  to  signify  the  official  release. 

It  was  then  announced  for  all  the  school  children  to  remain  in  place  and  they 
each  would  receive  a  free  Vicksburg  quarter.  The  rest  of  us  could  get  in  line 
and  buy  up  to  10  rolls  or  $100  worth  of  the  new  Quarter.  We  raced  to  get  in 
line.  By  the  time  we  got  in  line  there  were  only  about  35  to  50  people  ahead  of 
us.  Much  shorter  than  the  Hot  Springs  line  which  had  several  hundred  people. 
Ernie  and  I  each  got  our  10  rolls.  There  were  only  a  few  in  line  when  we  fin¬ 
ished  so  we  got  back  in  line  for  another  10  rolls  each.  I  noticed  one  guy  with 
a  rolling  lap  top  computer  case.  I  realized  he  was  using  it  to  carry  quarters.  I 
sure  wish  we  had  thought  of  that!  I  was  sure  glad  to  have  Ernie  to  carry  the 
rolls.  I  would  have  never  made  it  on  the  shuttle  carrying  all  those  rolls. 

who  were  giving  out  free  quarters  to  the  kids,  say  they  had  run  out  and  were 
scurrying  to  get  more  to  make  sure  every  child  at  the  ceremony  got  one. 

We  walked  to  the  shuttle  stop  and  boarded  the  shuttle  to  go  to  our  car.  Immediately  upon  arriving  at  the  car  Ernie  and 
I  both  headed  for  the  ice  chest  and  a  cold  drink.  A  cup  of  cold  coke  in  each  cup  holder,  we  headed  out  of  the  park  onto 
the  road  back  to  Memphis.  We  stopped  in  Ridgeland,  Mississippi  at  a  newly  built  shopping  center  that  seemed  to  have 
several  restaurants.  We  found  a  Peppers  Deli  and  had  some  lunch.  We  got  several  cookies  to  snack  on  during  the  trip 
back  to  Memphis  and  hit  the  road. 

As  we  were  driving  back  I  kept  thinking  about  the  Cairo  and  how  impressive  the  ship  was.  When  I  think  of  the  Civil  War 
I  think  of  soldiers  running  across  fields  shooting  at  each  other  but  not  of  huge  boats  fighting  from  rivers.  I  wanted  to  learn 
a  bit  more  about  them.  The  Cairo  was  known  as  a  City  Class  Ironclad.  It  carried  17  officers  and  158  sailors.  It  was 
one  of  seven  named  in  honor  of  towns  along  the  upper  Mississippi  and  Ohio  Rivers.  They  had  13  big  cannons  on  them. 
They  were  developed  to  use  on  the  inland  rivers.  The  North  hoped  to 
regain  control  of  the  lower  Mississippi  and  split  the  Confederacy  in  two. 

The  Cairo  was  built  in  Mound  City,  Illinois  and  commissioned  January 
1862.  She  did  not  see  much  action  but  was  in  the  Battle  of  Memphis.  Of 
course  being  from  Memphis  I  found  this  of  interest.  On  the  day  she  sunk, 

December  1 2,  1 862  she  was  to  go  up  the  Yazoo  River,  north  of  Vicksburg 
and  clear  torpedoes.  Instead  one  sank  her.  She  went  down  in  36  feet  of 
water  in  12  minutes  but  no  lives  were  lost. 

Today  the  USS  Cairo  is  the  last  remaining  example  of  a  “city  class"  iron¬ 
clad  Its  restoration  a  marvel  and  certainly  worthy  of  being  on  the 
Mississippi  National  Park  Quarter.

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EXHIBITS

Collectors  attend  coin  shows  for  different  reasons.  Some  are  in  search  of  that  one  coin  to  com¬ 
plete  a  set.  Some  may  not  be  able  to  afford  that  one  special  coin,  but  enjoy  seeing  rare  and  expen¬ 
sive  coins  that  they  dream  about.  Other  collectors  come  to  conventions  to  talk  to  coin  friends,  old 
and  new,  perhaps  to  meet  coin  enthusiasts  they  have  spoken  to  on  the  phone  or  e-mailed. 

Another  good  reason  to  attend  a  major  show  is  to  see  the  exhibits.  Collectors  young  and  old, 
experienced  and  novice,  display  their  favorite  pieces.  Most  of  these  exhibits  are  very  well  done, 
showing  years  of  research,  attracting  the  attention  of  conventioneers. 

Major  shows  also  feature  exhibits  of  rare  and  seldom-seen  pieces,  courtesy  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institute,  a  local  museum,  a  private  collector,  or  another  organization.  Coins  that  the  average  collec¬ 
tor  can  only  dream  about  can  be  seen  in  eye-catching  displays  that  draw  crowds.  Much  information 
is  available  at  these  displays,  enabling  collectors  to  learn  more  about  special  coins,  paper  money, 
and  other  items. 

Often  it  is  worth  the  expense  of  traveling  to  a  convention  to  see  these  exhibits.  Unique  coins  and 
sets  of  coins  in  high  grades  can  be  seen. 

A  complete  set  of  Liberty  Seated  dollars,  all  in  Mint  State  and  Proof,  was  displayed  at  a  major 
show  some  years  ago.  How  many  collectors  have  ever  seen  a  proof  coin  from  the  1840s,  or  even 
realize  these  coins  exist?  A  number  of  these  coins  were  part  of  the  set,  along  with  the  four  Carson 
City  issues,  and  a  lovely  1870-S  dollar— one  of  only  a  dozen  or  so  known! 

The  finest  known  collection  of  copper  coins  appeared  at  a  major  convention  not  long  ago.  Choice 
large  cents  dating  back  to  1793  were  some  of  the  highlights  of  this  display.  Two  hundred  year  old 
copper  coins,  showing  mint  red  and  plenty  of  detail,  dazzled  collectors  and  specialists.  Half  cents, 
too,  were  part  of  this  set,  through  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  cents,  to  twentieth-century  Lincoln  cents, 
with  a  few  patterns  thrown  in  for  good  measure. 

Lincoln  cent  fans  know  that  the  early  matte  proof  issues  are  scarce  and  hard  to  locate  in  choice 
condition.  Collectors  who  preferred  the  mirror-like  proofs  often  spent  these  coins.  The  copper  exhib¬ 
it  included  all  matte  proof  Lincolns,  many  showing  beautiful  toning.  The  1915  specimen,  in  particu¬ 
lar,  was  the  most  perfect-looking  early  Lincoln  cent  any  collector  could  find. 

Upon  entering  a  show  in  Denver  a  few  years  ago,  a  collector  could  find  a  line  of  people  waiting  to 
see  the  ten  1933  double  eagles  recently  seized  by  the  government.  Non-collectors  who  heard  about 
these  coins  on  the  news  were  fascinated  by  these  historical  pieces.  Casual  and  serious  collectors, 
too,  wanted  to  see  the  ten  double  eagles— worth  approximately  $7  million  each! 

The  Smithsonian  has  shown  one  of  their  own  1933  double  eagles,  the  final  year  of  issue,  along 
with  a  unique  1849  double  eagle,  a  first  year  striking.  This  exhibit  also  contains  a  few  other  scarce 
coins,  such  as  the  high  relief  1907  double  eagle  owned  by  President  Theodore  Roosevelt. 

One  double  eagle  that  is  rare,  but  not  that  famous,  is  the  1927-D.  Most  of  this  issue  was  melted, 
and  only  a  dozen  or  so  still  exist.  One  was  exhibited  by  itself  at  a  major  show,  and  did  not  attract 
that  much  attention,  although  advanced  collectors  knew  what  this  coin  was,  and  how  special  it  is. 

Bust  half  dollar  nuts  were  able  to  see  a  rare  1838-0  half  dollar  at  a  convention.  The  first  branch 
mint  coin,  Mint  records  state  that  only  twenty  were  struck.  The  coin  showed  evidence  of  an  old  clean¬ 
ing,  but  is  lovely  to  the  eyes  of  a  specialist. 

The  first  silver  dollar  struck  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1794  is  one  of  the  scarcest  and  most  pop¬ 
ular  coins  in  the  American  series.  How  about  the  dollar  supposed  to  be  the  first  one  struck?  A  dis¬ 
play  showing  off  this  coin  appeared  at  a  major  show,  along  with  another  famous  rarity— a  1787 
Brasher  Doubloon.  Fans  of  early  federal  coinage  drooled  over  a  set  of  1796  coins  at  a  show  in  1996. 
The  two  hundred  year  old  coins,  including  the  half  cent  and  half  dollar  rarities,  were  all  in  high  grade! 

Seldom  seen  sets  can  be  viewed  at  exhibits,  such  as  a  near-complete  run  of  Seated  Liberty  quar¬ 
ters,  and  a  complete  set  of  half  dimes,  including  the  rare  1802.  These  coins  will  never  be  the  most 
popular  among  numismatists,  but  specialists  who  enjoy  these  coins  were  happy  to  see  them  — and 
collectors  of  modern  coins  were  able  to  see  something  different,  too.

Paper  money  collectors,  too,  can  view  remarkable  sets  at  conventions.  A  display  of  250  Bank 
notes  from  the  state  of  Illinois  was  shown  in  Rosemont.  Treasure  hunters  have  enjoyed  large 
exhibits  of  gold  coins,  bars,  and  other  items  recovered  from  sunken  ships.  Souvenirs  of  the 
Columbian  Exposition,  including  the  first  Columbian  half  dollar  struck,  made  up  an  impressive  dis¬ 
play  at  a  show  in  Rosemont. 

Handouts,  brochures,  and  booklets  containing  the  history  of  the  coins,  paper  money,  and  other 
collectables  are  often  available  at  the  displays,  so  collectors  can  save  these  as  souvenirs  and  ref¬ 
erences  of  the  wonderful  exhibits  they  have  seen. 

Perhaps  the  best  exhibit  of  all  appeared  in  2003,  when  all  five  1913  Liberty  nickels  were  reunit¬ 
ed.  The  Smithsonian  Institute’s  coin,  as  well  as  the  American  Numismatic  Association  coin  and  the 
two  others  known,  were  proudly  displayed  for  the  public  to  see,  along  with  background  information 
on  these  fascinating  coins.  One  specimen  had  been  missing  for  over  forty  years,  but  turned  up  and 
was  verified  as  genuine  the  night  before  the  convention  opened.  The  reunion  of  the  five  coins,  and 
the  discovery  of  the  long-missing  coin,  were  the  buzz  of  the  show  all  weekend.  Long  lines  to  see 
the  five  coins  continued  throughout  the  show. 

The  highlight  of  anyone’s  collecting  experience  may  be  locating  that  last  coin  to  complete  a  set, 
or  finding  a  rarity.  For  others  who  cannot  afford  truly  rare  coins,  the  opportunity  to  see  sets  and 
exhibits  of  special  coins  can  be  a  fun  experience,  making  attendance  at  a  show  that  much  more 
memorable.  The  End.

TONY  BONARO 

I  am  much  younger  than  the  coins  I  collect  and  much  older  than  the  YN’s  I  work  with  in  the 
coin  collecting  merit  badge  classes  I  conduct  for  the  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts.  Of  the 
59  years  I  have  been  blessed  to  be  on  the  earth  I  spent  22  of  them  in  the  service  of  my 
country  in  the  U.S.  Marine  Corps.  I  am  currently  the  Safety/Training  Director  for  an 
Engineering  company  in  Jacksonville,  Florida.  I  am  a  husband,  a  father  of  four  and  a 
grandfather  of  two  very  cute  little  girls,  and  of  a  grandson  whose  smile  could  melt  gold. 

As  a  young  boy  I  collected  Lincoln  one  cent  pieces.  I  did  not  collect  nickels  and  dimes,  as 
one  could  be  used  for  a  large  candy  bar  and  the  other  for  a  12  ounce  bottle  of  root  beer. 
My  father  had  a  box  of  old  silver  he  accumulated  and  every  now  and  then  we  were  allowed 
to  go  through  them.  I  however,  did  not  become  fully  engaged  in  coin  collecting  until  2002, 
after  my  son  and  I  were  able  to  attend  the  ANA  show  in  Jacksonville,  Florida.

Over  the  last  five  years  I  have  been  working  on  a  set  of  Morgan  Dollars  and  current  commemorative  dollars.  My  sons 
and  I  have  completed  the  set  of  state  quarters  for  1999  to  2008. 

In  January  of  this  year  (2011)  I  was  the  recipient  of  the  F.U.N.  Presidential  Award  for  outstanding  work  with  our  YN 

Program.  Over  the  last  six  years  that  I  have  been  able  to  work  with  the  YN’s  and  Scouts  we  have  had  a  tremendous 

increase  in  the  participation  of  both  programs.  Our  average  YN  programs  has  an  attendance  of  approximately  50  youth 
at  each  show.  The  scout  coin  collecting  merit  badge  programs  has  averaged  approximately  85-90  participants  at  each 
show.  I  really  enjoy  providing  these  programs  for  our  youth  and  hope  to  continue  to  do  so. 

In  2010  I  was  honored  with  the  Paul  O’Day  Memorial  Award  for  distinguished  and  dedicated  service  to  the  Greater 
Jacksonville  Coin  Club.  Here  too,  I  also  work  with  the  YN’s  and  Scouting  program.  In  the  past  six  years  we  have  had 
over  400  scouts  earn  their  coin  collecting  merit  badge. 

I  am  closing  my  third  term  on  the  F.U.N.  Board  and  thoroughly  enjoy  participating  as  a  Board  Member.  I  look  forward  to 
serving  for  another  term  if  elected.  As  a  member  of  the  board  I  want  to  make  sure  that  all  Board  decisions  and  actions 
are  moral  and  ethical.  I  am  interested  in  ensuring  that  the  direction  the  Board  takes  are  consistent  with  the  desires  and 
beliefs  of  all  F.U.N.  members.  Overall,  it  is  my  goal  to  make  the  Florida  United  Numismatists  the  number  one  numismat¬ 
ic  organization  in  the  country.

(1931-2011) 

Charlie  Price,  80,  passed  away  in  the  early  evening  of 
July  31st  slipped  the  bonds  of  this  world  to  join  those  who  pre¬ 
ceded  him,  where  there  are  no  more  tears  or  pain  or  sorrows. 

Born  in  Burgin,  Kentucky  on  March  28,  1931,  he  was  very 
proud  to  later  become  an  Honorary  Kentucky  Colonel.  He 
started  a  career  in  drapery  installation  in  1955  for  several  of 
Tallahassee's  finest  stores.  After  30  years  of  installing  draperies,  he  retired  to  continue  pursuing  his  longtime  love  of  coin 
collecting.  He  was  a  life  member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  the  Georgia  Numismatic  Association,  and  for¬ 
mer  President  of  the  Florida  United  Numismatists.  He  proudly  served  his  country  for  22  years  in  the  National  Guard.  In 
work  and  in  service,  he  never  met  a  stranger  and  was  always  ready  with  a  joke  and  a  smile. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife  of  55  years,  Frances  Green  Price;  his  sister  Margaret  Price  West;  his  two  children,  Charles  D. 
"Bert"  Price,  Jr.(Amy);  and  Debra  Price  "Debbie"  Wright(Bryan);  and  four  grandchildren,  Shawn;  Krista;  Danielle;  and 
Charles  III. 

The  numismatic  community  lost  an  old  friend  on  July  31st  of  this  year.  Charlie  Price  stated  in  an  interview  during  the 
50th  anniversary  celebration  of  the  Florida  United  Numismatists  held  in  Ft.  Lauderdale  that  there  were  only  11  people 
involved  in  the  beginning.  His  first  convention  was  in  '56-57  where  he  then  became  involved  with  FUN.  He  was  a  char¬ 
ter  member  of  the  club  and  as  one  of  the  founding  members  related  during  an  interview  Charlie  gave  up  membership 
#11  to  another  because  "they  really  wanted  that  number”.  Doug  Brown  referred  to  Charlie  Price  in  that  interview  “a  very 
generous  man”.  Charlie  was  President  for  the  first  time  in  1966  and  then  again  in  1972.  Prior  to  that  time  and  during  his 
tenure  with  the  club  he  held  several  positions  on  the  board.  One  of  which  was  as  Exhibit  Chairman.  It  was  related  to  us 
that  he  was  instrumental  in  developing  the  type  of  prizes  that  are  rewarded  to  our  exhibitors  today.  At  first  trophies  and 
plaques  were  given  out  to  the  winners.  Charlie  suggested  that  gold  coins  be  given  out  and  that  later  evolved  into 
Commemorative  coins.  He  and  Gene  Hynds  would  make  the  holders  for  the  prizes  with  the  use  of  tools  supplied  by  Doug 
Brown. 
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On  Monetary  Paper:  A  Canadian  Perspective

(James  E.  Charlton ,  currently  marking  his  100th  birth  anniversary  in  relative  retirement,  has  been  Canada's  foremost 
numismatic  cataloguer  over  relatively  recent  decades,  a  highly  respected  “coin"  auctioneer,  and  (through  winter  residen¬ 
cy)  a  particular  friend  of  FUN  an  of  Florida  numismatists.  Jim  recently  invited  Don  Allen,  a  FUN  life  member  and 
FUNTopics  regular  contributor,  to  pen  these  observations  on  paper  money  on  the  eve  of  Canada’s  proposed  switch  to 
folding  money  of  polymer  plastic.  Don  urged  that  the  text  be  shared  with  FUNTopics:  it  has  not  previously  appeared  in 
print.  --Ed.) 

"Printing  press  money”  is  of  considerable  antiquity,  Classic  Chinese  notes  can  be  viewed  at  the 
British  Museum,  London,  the  Bank  of  Canada  collection,  Ottawa,  and  at  still  other  such  public  loca¬ 
tions.  Much  folding  money  circulated  during  the  American  Revolution,  the  French  Revolution,  and 
the  U.S.  civil  war  interval,  with  some  such  notes  surprisingly  collectible  to  this  day. 

Canadian  paper  money,  across  several  time  spans,  has  been  distinctively  attractive,  featuring  por¬ 
traiture,  scenery,  and  outstanding  allegorical  art. 

World  paper  money,  of  late,  has  become  a  collecting  area  of  increased  importance. 

Zimbabwe,  the  former  Rhodesia  (Southern  Rhodesia),  has  been  setting  records  of  a  sort  by  issuing 
notes  (more  strictly,  bearer  checks)  denominated  to  the  trillions  of  [Zimbabwe]  dollars. 

Canada,  as  it  turns  out,  can  offer  the  monetary  student  a  century  and  more  of  relatively  collectible 
folding  money.  One  can  restrict  acquisition  to  areas  (and  grades)  where  note  supply  is  about  up  to 
demand. 

Canada’s  pre-Confederation  currency  (pre-1870,  actually)  derived  primarily  from  government-regu¬ 
lated  commercial  banks  of  issue.  Names  of  many  such  pioneer  banks  are  lost  to  the  public,  lost 
either  through  merger  or,  during  certain  intervals,  through  outright  failure.  Thus,  Molsons  Bank, 
named  for  a  banking  and  brewing  family,  became  absorbed  by  Bank  of  Montreal,  while  Home  Bank 
of  Canada  was  to  be  the  last  spectacular  chartered  bank  suspension.  Indeed,  notes  of  Canada’s 
commercial  banks  tended  to  be  regarded  by  collectors  who  might  have  known  better,  as  monetary 
second  class  citizens,  and  long  were  undervalued  by  such  collectors.  Dominion  of  Canada  (federal 
government)  and  later  Bank  of  Canada  legal  tender  was  the  paper  collectible  of  choice.  With 
Confederation,  Dominion  notes  of  25  cents,  1  dollar  and  2  dollar  values  represented  the  most  famil¬ 
iar  paper  denominations,  augmented  from  1882  by  three  decades  of  a  $4  legal  tender  denomination. 
A  government  $5,  the  popular  “train”  note,  replaced  the  $4  from  1912.  A  new  $5,  the  Queen  Mary 
portrait  note,  succeeded  the  train  note  some  time  after  1924.  Chartered  banks  still  were  issuing  $5’s, 
and  certain  multiples  of  $5,  so,  as  it  happened,  the  Queen  Mary  $5’s  were  held  primarily  as  bank 
reserves,  such  reserves  having  met  “cash”  requirements....  such  government  legal  tender 
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(continued  from  page  54  ) 

having  been  deemed  “good  and  as  gold.”  Banks  normally  didn’t  “pay  out”  this  scarce  issue,  prefer¬ 
ring  to  place  in  circulation  the  bank’s  own  notes  ...  which  represented,  in  a  very  real  sense,  an  inter¬ 
est-free  loan.  The  Queen  Mary  $5,  in  any  event,  is  one  scarce  note. 

What  Canada’s  collectors,  and  even  dealers,  have  been  slow  to  appreciate,  is  that  virtually  all  $5 
notes,  and  all  of  $1 0  through  $1 00  denomnitonic,  from  the  1 880’s  through  to  the  opening  of  the  Bank 
of  Canada  in  1935,  had  been  chartered  bank  notes--  universally  accepted,  in  practice. 
Conspicuously,  however,  numbers  of  chartered  banks,  though  not  of  ban  branches,  rapidly 
decreased.  Mergers  and  other  bank  acquisitions  accounted  for  the  greater  part  of  this  reduction, 
20th  century  bank  failures  having  been  few.  As  well,  a  federal  Note  Redemption  Fund  was  estab¬ 
lished  prior  to  the  turn-of-century.  Depositors  still  might  lose  money,  but  note-holders  were-and  still 
are-guaranteed.  (Depositors  now  have  significant  protection,  comparable  to  that  available  in  the 
United  States.)  During  the  Depression  years,  only  ten  Canadian  commercial  banks  of  issue 
remained. 

“Small  size”  notes,  of  roughly  the  present  Canadian  and  United  States  dimensions,  were  issued  in 
the  United  States  in  1928,  after  trials  in  the  Philippines,  and  in  Canada  after  the  central  bank  (Bank 
of  Canada)”  inaugural  issue  of  1935  (nine  values,  to  $500  and  $1000,  pus  a  $25  commemorative: 
such  notes  came  in  two  concurrent  issues,  one  inscribed  wholly  in  English,  the  other  in  French).  At 
the  same  point,  ten  then-surviving  chartered  banks  released  new  notes  in  similar,  smaller  dimen¬ 
sions,  and  such  notes  were  to  remain  in  limited  circulation,  in  decreasing  quantities,  over  the  ten 
years  that  followed.  By  1950,  such  commercial  banks  had  paid  over  to  the  Bank  of  Canada  sums 
equivalent  to  their  outstanding  note  balances,  with  the  central  bank  assuming  in  perpetuity  the 
responsibility  for  honoring  any  such  notes  subsequently  presented  for  redemption.  The  end  of  an 
era! 

Bank  of  Canada  regal  portraiture, 
allegorical-back  note  releases  of 
1935  (two  rarely  seen  ultra-high 
values  depicted  vintage  Canadian 
politicians)  were,  to  my  thinking,  the 
central  bank’s  most  attractive  issue 
to  date.  Their  limited,  two-year 
lifespan  combines  with  Depression 
conditions  to  make  them  tough  to 
collect,  particularly  in  high  grades. 

The  $25  Silver  Jubilee  commemo¬ 
rative,  honoring  King  George  V  and 
Queen  Mary  on  the  anniversary  of 
the  coronation,  is  scarce  in  any  grade.  Those  $25  notes  djd  circulate,  and  I  occasionally  see  well- 
worn  examples,  even  the  scarcer  French  text,  in  dealer  stock  in  Montreal. 

The  second  series  of  Bank  of  Canada  legal  tender,  featured  the  likeness  of  King  George  VI  on  all  but 
highest  denomination.  Attractive  allegorical  backs  were  essentially  retained,  but  with  bilingual 
inscription,  face  and  back.  The  $500  value  was  dropped.  The  1935-dated  $500  is  one  of  the  prici¬ 
est  modern  Canadian  notes,  in  either  language. 
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The  1937  issue  had  a  distinctly  longer  life,  three  signature  varieties  extended  it  through  the  World 
War  II  interval,  and  on  until  1954.  A  few  enthusiasts  have  collected  by  prefix  letters,  at  least  in  lower, 
more  affordable  through  Z/L,  A/M  denominations,  the  moss  green  $1,  representatively  from  A/A 
through  Z/A  (a  20-letter  alphabet),  then  A/L  through  Z/L,  A/M  through  Z/L,  the  A/N  through,  partially, 
W/N.  The  denominator  served  as  key  to  the  denomination:  thus,  A/H  and  B/H  were  bright  orange 
$50  bills. 

The  Queen  Elizabeth  II  issue  of  September,  1954,  showed  the  Sovereign  on  all  eight  denominations 
-  in  her  role  as  Queen  of  Canada.  Early  releases  (all  denominations)  harbored  one  of  those  illu¬ 
sions,  a  monkey  or  devil  or  whatever  in  the  curls  of  the  royal  coiffure.  A  quick  check  of  the  official 
photograph  from  which  the  engraving  had  been  prepared,  showed  (if  you’d  imagined),  a  similar  illu¬ 
sion  ...  which  was  duly  “corrected.”  Collecting  such  “images”  on  U.S.  or  world  notes  or  postage 
stamps?  Some  do!  Try  Seychelles,  50  rupees  note,  1966-1973  [P-17]! 

The  backs  of  all  1954-dated  Canadian  denominations  featured  representative  Canadian  small-town, 
rural,  seashore,  and  mountain  scenes.  An  interesting  variant  was  produced  for  1967,  Canada’s  cen¬ 
tennial  year.  Featured  on  the  $1  denomination  was  the  Centennial  logo  (on  the  face),  and  an  engrav¬ 
ing  of  the  original  Parliament  Buildings  in  Ottawa,  on  the  back.  Quantities  of  the  notes  having  the 
serial  numbers  replaced  by  “1867-1967”  (the  dual  dates),  had  been  readily  available. ..at  face.  How 
could  you  lose!  Don’t  ask:  The  spending  power  of  such  paper  hasn’t  held  up  all  that  well  over  the 
last  44  years,  and  you’d  currently  have  trouble  unloading  even  one  such  “commemorative”  at  any¬ 
thing  much  over  face. 

Now,  counterfeiting  is  a  fiscal  bogeyman  with  whom  the  general  public  can  be  distinctly  uncomfort¬ 
able. ..whether,  at  a  given  time  or  place,  the  bogeyman  is  real  or  is  not.  Back  in  1975,  I  well  recall 
having  canvassed  bank  tellers  in  the  Nova  Scotia  small  town  to  which  work  had  taken  me.  What  I 
sought  was,  in  respectable  shape,  the  $50  of  the  Queen  Elizabeth  II  (1954-dated)  issue  ,  then  cur¬ 
rent,  but  being  aggressively  withdrawn.  I  got  one,  and  still  have  it,  though  we  now  know  that  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  such  bills  (well  up  into  C/H  series,  had  been  printed,  only  to  be  destroyed  unre¬ 
leased. 


Such  was  to  repeat  itself,  we  now  realize.  Over  the  decades  that  followed,  three  “new  issues”  were, 
I  suspect,  succeeded  by  new  releases  featuring  improved  designs  and  enhanced  anti-counterfeiting 
technology  ...  very  possibly  sooner  than  initially  anticipated,  but  in  order  to  keep  ahead  in  the  game. 

The  next  step  is  immediately  forthcoming  ...  to  replace  a]]  circulating  paper  money  with  new  Bank  of 
Canada  notes  in  polymer  plastic,  a  significant  step  forward  in  security  and  in  longer-lifespan  curren¬ 
cy  production. 

Those  three  further  issues,  what  we  might  consider  the  4th,  5th,  and  5th  series  of  Canada’s  central 
bank,  coincided,  as  it  happens,  with  the  dropping  of  three  of  the  eight  then-existing  denominations: 
$1  and  $2  notes  were  summarily  replaced  by  heavy,  bulky  coinage;  the  $1000  was  eliminated  to 
thwart  money  laundering  and  other  extralegal  activity. 
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Fourth  and  subsequent  Bank  of  Canada  issues  feature  Queen  Elizabeth  II  on  one  or  more  “visible” 
denominations  (currently  the  much-used  $20),  with  four  prominent  federal  politicians  (two  Liberals, 
two  Conservatives),  each  man  identified  with  a  specific  denomination. 

The  fourth  issue,  essentially  a  new  release  of  1969  through  1975,  features  the  to-be-expected  por¬ 
traits  to  the  right,  the  backs  being  given  to  representative  Canadian  scenes,  occupations  and  activi¬ 
ties.  In  1979,  two  denominations,  the  $5  and  $20  were  released  in  new  form,  the  red  serial  numbers 
on  the  face  being  replaced  by  small,  black  11 -digit  numbers  on  the  lower  back.  $5  numbers  began 
with  “3”;  $20  with  “5”:  further  encoding  identified  the  security  printer,  and  indicted  if  the  note  was  a 
replacement  or  other  test  note.  Clearly,  the  procedure  might  have  extended  to  “1”  for  $1,  “2”  for  $2, 
“4”  for  $10,...,  through  8”  for  $1000,  but  it  never  did.  All  that  remains  is  three-letter,  seven-digit  num¬ 
bering,  in  black  across  the  bottom  back  of  each  note.  Values  were  $1  through  $100;  with  the  sel¬ 
dom-seen  $1000,  improbably,  extending  to  new  signatures  the  outdated,  “1954”  release. 

With  1986  to  1991  release  dates,  the  fifth  Bank  of  Canada  series,  informally  the  “bird  backs,”  fea¬ 
tured  enlarged  likenesses  of  the  Sovereign  and  prime  ministers,  with  backs  showing  Canadian  bird 
species,  in  natural  habitats.  The  $1  note  had  been  dropped,  wholly  replaced  by  the  largish,  11 -sided 
Loon  coin,  and  the  series  extended  to  a  new  $1000,  of  short  life  expectancy.  Higher  values  bore,  on 
the  face  of  the  note,  a  denomination-coded,  reflectorized  patch,  an  effort  toward  enhanced  note  secu¬ 
rity.  Misplaced  or  wholly  missing  patches  are  not  unknown. 

Referred  to  in  bank  literature  as  the  “Canadian  Journey”  issue,  the  sixth  series,  five  denominations 
entered  circulation  between  2001  and  2003.  Dropped  with  this  issue  were  $2  and  $1000  values,  the 
$2  now  an  oversize,  bimetallic  “polar  bear”  coin.  Higher  values,  subsequently  all  values,  featured 
what  appears  to  be  a  state-of-the-art  metallic  strip.  Backs  of  notes  cleverly  highlighted  Canadian 
activities-children  at  winter  play-and  accomplishments.  Small  vignettes  were,  in  the  main,  distinctly 
attractive.  The  great  challenge  would  have  been  to  bring  them  together  in  an  optimal  overall  design. 

As  to  polymer  plastic,  the  giant  next  step  in  Canada’s  legal  tender  protection,  what  can  I  say?  I’ve 
hunted  down  “plastic  money”  since  that  meant  something  like  “house  wrap”  construction  material, 
being  tried  by  security  printers  in  the  United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom.  Think  early  plastic  for 
Haiti,  for  the  Isle  of  Man.  Australian  polymer  is  significantly  more  impressive.  I’ve  purchased  from 
dealers.  I’ve  obtained  polymer  notes  “at  source”  in  a  Belfast  bank.  I’ve  tried  out  polymer  money 
rather  more  fully  during  a  Singapore  stay.  I  like  what  I  see  and  feel. ..the  distinctive  texture,  the  see- 
through  windows....  Prepatory  to  public  release  of  the  Robert  Borden  $100,  Bank  of  Canada  litera¬ 
ture  was  urging:  “Feel  the  smooth,  unique  texture  of  the  note”. ..look  through  the  transparent  areas, 
containing  a  detailed  portrait  [of  Prime  Minister  Borden],  and  other  images. 

The  full  set  of  highly  innovative  Canadian  notes  will  have  been  released,  one  denomination  after 
nother  “(high  to  low),  within  two  years. 

An  interesting  time  to  be  collecting  “folding  money,”  I’d  say!
